Si  GAME  RULES 

GRME  SET-UP 

The  object  of  the  game  is  to  survive  the  wave  of  enemy 
knights  on  ostriches  with  your  ever-stalwart  mount.  As  you 
destroy  your  enemies,  collect  the  eggs  to  gather  points. 

GAME  PLAY 

Use  FLAP  button  to  lift  you  and  your  ostrich  into  the  sky! 
The  faster  your  tap  the  button,  the  faster  your  ostrich  will 
accelerate.  While  in-flight,  you  can  maneuver  your  mount 
with  the  joystick  button  from  left  to  right. 

The  game  levels  work  in  waves  -  for  each  wave  of 
enemy  knights  you  survive,  more  will  appear  in  the  next 
one.  These  enemies  will  become  harder  to  dismount  and 
will  have  more  precise  attacks.  The  player  with  the 
highest  lance  wins  a  joust,  so  don’t  get  caught  beneath 
their  blade! 

When  you  destroy  an  enemy,  the  knight  disappears,  and 
the  bird  flys  off  the  edge  of  the  screen.  At  the  same  time, 
an  egg  pops  out  of  the  mount.  If  you  collect  it  within  a 
certain  window,  you  can  score  points.  However,  if  you 
wait  too  long,  the  egg  will  regenerate  into  a  stronger  and 
faster  knight.  Act  quick! 

SCORING 

Bounder  Knight  destroyed  -  500  points  each 

Hunter  Knight  destroyed  -  750  points  each 

Shadow  Lord  destroyed  - 1500  points  each 

Gather  1st  /  2nd  /  3rd  /  4th  Egg  -  250  /  500  /  750  /1 000 
points;  after  the  4th  egg,  each  egg  collected  is  1000 
points. 

Catching  an  Egg  mid-air  -  500  points 

Lose  a  life  -  50  points 

Surviving  a  Survival  Wave  -  3000  points 

After  60  seconds  of  inactivity,  it  will  begin  to  shut  down. 
To  restart  from  sleep  mode,  press  any  button. 


To  end  the  “Try  me”  mode,  remove  the  “Try  me”  pull  tab 
in  the  back  of  the  unit.

BATTERY  INSTALLATION 

Using  a  Phillips/crosshead  screwdriver  (not 
included),  loosen  the  screws  in  the  battery 
compartment  cover  (screws  stay  attached  to  cover.) 
Remove  the  cover.  Insert  3  x  1 .5V  “AA”  or  LR6  size 
batteries.  Alkaline  batteries  recommended. 

Replace  cover  and  tighten  screws.
